PMG Describes Poe 
And UPU Commems 


Postmaster General Jesse M. 
Donaldson announced the _ de- 
scriptions of the new 15-cent Air 
Mail Stamp commemorating the 
"5th Anniversary of the Univer- 
gal Postal Union and the 38-cent 
Edgar Allan Poe Commemorative 
Stamp, both of which are to be 
jssued on October 7, 1949. 

The 15-cent Air Mail Stamp 
will be 0.84 x 1.44 inches arranged 
horizontally within a single line 
bordet The central design 
shows the World being encircled 
by doves in flight carrying mes- 
sages. At the top in a single line 
is the wording ‘U. S. Postage 
Air Mail,” just below each end of 
which is the denomination “15c.” 
The lettering “The | Universal 
Postal Union” appears in a single 
line across the lower border with 
the dates “1874” and “1949” just 
above each end. All lettering 
and numerals are in white gothic. 

This stamp will be placed on 
first day sale at Chicago, Ilinois, 
October 7, 1949, in connection 
with the annual convention and 
exhibition of the American Air 
Mail Society. The initial printing 
will consist of 35,000,000 copies. 
The color will be announced later. 

The 3-cent Edgar Allan Poe 
Commemorative stamp will con- 
tain the likeness of Edgar Allan 
Poe with frame work and dimen- 
sions conforming to the Poets 
Group of the Famous Americans 
Series of 1940. It will be printed 
in purple by the rotary process 
and issued in sheets of 70 stamps 
each. An initial printing of 112,- 
+000,000 Poe stamps has been au- 
thorized. The Edgar Allan Poe 
Commemorative stamp will be 
accorded initial sale at Richmond, 
Va., on October 7, 1949.

Eager Suckers For The Faked Stamps 


(Editor’s Note: The following manuscript, accompanied by actual specimens of the 
celebrated Sperati counterfeits, came to us from a dealer outside the country who 
claims to have some information on this arch-faker not previously published. LINN’S 
is pleased to bring its readers this version of the philatelic sensation of 1949. We 
cannot testify as to the truth of the following, except to state that it comes to us 
from a philatelic source we have always regarded as reliable. Our correspondent 
insists, however, that he knows whereof he speaks, and we pass the story along, 
hoping that our readers will find another opinion cn this controversial incident of ine 
terest.

It was not until the 
German Occupation in 1940, and 
the unfortunate division of our 


country that the business in pro- 
ducing these counterfeits really 
became “big business.” 

The occupying German soldiers, 
and particularly their officers, 
made large fortunes playing the 
black market. Not only were mili- 
tary supplies sold to civilians at 
high prices, but ordinary articles 
of trade, including food, were sold 
at tremendous prices on the black 
market to those who could afford 
to pay the most. The enemy sol- 
diers amassed huge sums _ of 
French currency too, from this 
business, so much in fact that 
they thought it safer to convert 
their gains into commodities that 
would be more easily transported, 
and more important, more easily 


sold in Switzerland, the nearest 
neutral country 
Of course the answer to their 


problem was stamps. Many of the 
Germans were of course collectors, 
while others soon became collect- 
ors. They visited French stamp 
dealers, and bought large amounts 
of the stamps most easily sold, 
and in greatest demand in Con- 
tinental Europe, Classics of the 
World. In fact, since not onlv they 


were buying these, but French 
people as well, the market soon 
dried up on these. It was only 
natural at a time like this that

philatelic market was something 
that we believed might never come 
again. 

Several of our French dealers 
became quite wealthy themselves 
dealing with the Germans. In 
tribute to the majority of our 
trade, however, I am glad to say 
that most of the French dealers 
remained true to their patriotic 
ideals, and their philatelic morals 
by refusing to deal with the Gere 
mans on any grounds, and refuse 
ing to become a party to Sperati’s 
conspiracy. Many of us shunned 
the dealers who found the busi- 
ness so profitable: 

When the Allies landed in 
Normandy, an end was put to the 
whole sorry business. The Ger- 
mans knew that their days of 
wealth were at an end, and many 
of them fled to Switzerland to sell 
their stamps. The Swiss were of 
course aware of what was going on, 
and it as not until then that most 
German officers realized they had 
been swindled. The Swiss dealers 
of course recognized Sperati’s 
work; most of it is so apparenf

As a companion hob- 
by, he collects the autographs of 
the great and near great of cur- 
rent history, and each of the sig- 
natures is accompanied with a 
biographical sketch of the person 
concerned 

Mrs. Brehm, and daughter Bar- 
bara made our two day stay a) 
well fed and comfortable one, 

In St. Paul, Roy Swanson, who | 
leads and works with a fine tr oop |

that no dealer with knowledge 
would be fooled by it. 

For two or three years after the 
war ended, the French dealers who 
had supplied Sperati with a ready 
market for his goods retreated, 
and did not show themselves be- 
fore their colleagues. Now, how- 
ever, they are again coming back 
to the trade, hoping that their 
friends will forget their actions, 
although many of us never can, 
and never shall. 

One dealer in particular who 
must be nameless, but who is well 
known, retains as a souvenir of 
the war years an official certifi- 
cate of felicitation, presented by 
the occupation forces, for his co- 
operation with the Germans in 
allowing them to spend so much 
of their black market money with 
him. 

Today he regards himself as a 
patriotic Frenchman for having 
gotten back from the Germans the 
money stolen from his people; 
most of us regard him as no more 
than a collaborator. 

The examples accompanying are 
some of the more popular Sperati 
counterfeits. To the casual eye, 
all appear excellent reproductions, 
but to any collector or dealer in- 
formed on any particular issue, 
the weaknesses are most readily 
perceived. Even those without 
more than a superficial knowledge 
of any of these stamps can com- 
pare them with a known original, 
and there would be no question 
as to the doubtful authenticity of 
those of Sperati manufacture.
